A.  W.  Gray,  \  TITHEREAS  by  section 
Minister  of  Lands.  \  VV  49  of  the  “Water  Act, 
1939,”  it  is  provided  that  the  Lieutenant-Gov¬ 
ernor  in  Council  may  incorporate  a  tract  of 
land  and  the  owners  thereof  into  an  improve¬ 
ment  district:

1.  That  certain  tract  of  land  comprising  the 
South-east  Quarter  of  Section  1  and  the  South¬ 
west  Quarter  of  Section  6,  Township  84,  Range 
19,  west  of  the  sixth  meridian,  and  the  North¬ 
west  Quarter  of  Section  31  and  the  North-east 
Quarter  of  Section  36,  Township  83,  Range  19, 
west  of  the  sixth  meridian,  Peace  River  Land 
District,  and  all  subdivisions  thereof  shall  be 
an  improvement  district  under  the  “Water  Act, 
1939,”  and  subject  to  the  provisions  thereof 
and  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  contained. 

2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be 
known  as  the  “  Fort  St.  John  Waterworks  Dis¬ 
trict.” 

3.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement  dis¬ 
trict  shall  be  the  acquisition,  pumping,  diver¬ 
sion,  carriage,  measurement,  and  distribution 
of  water;  the  generation,  purchase,  convey¬ 
ance,  measurement,  distribution,  and  sale  of

4.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  of  the  said 
improvement  district. 

5.  The  persons  qualified  to  be  candidates  and 
to  vote  at  the  first  election  of  Trustees  shall  be 
British  subjects  who  are  twenty-one  years  of 
age  or  older  and  are  not  disqualified  from 
voting  in  an  election  under  the  “  Provincial 
Elections  Act  ”  and  are  owners  of  land  in  the 
tract  of  land  hereinbefore  described,  or  author¬ 
ized  agents  of  corporations  that  are  such 
owners. 

6.  Mrs.  Ann  Courvoisier,  of  Fort  St.  John, 
B.C.,  shall  be  Returning  Officer  for  the  first 
election  of  Trustees.  She  shall  call  a  general 
meeting  of  the  persons  who  are  qualified  as 
aforesaid  to  vote  and  shall,  at  least  seven  days 
before  the  date  of  the  said  meeting,  post  at  the 
post-office  at  Fort  St.  John  a  notice  signed  by 
her  giving  the  date,  time,  and  place  of  holding 
the  said  meeting.  The  Returning  Officer  shall 
be  chairman  of  the  said  meeting  and  she  shall 
have  power  to  determine  whether  or  not  any 
person  who  desires  to  vote  is  qualified  to  do  so.

meeting  of  1944 ;  but  should  there  be  nomi¬ 
nated  no  more  than  three  candidates  for  the 
office  of  Trustee,  or  in  the  event  of  a  tied  vote, 
then  the  Returning  Officer  shall  have  power  to 
and  shall  declare  which  of  the  candidates 
elected  shall  hold  office  until  the  next,  the 
second,  and  the  third  succeeding  annual  gen¬ 
eral  meetings  respectively. 

8.  The  first  Trustees  of  the  said  improve¬ 
ment  district  shall  first  meet  on  the  first  Mon¬ 
day  following  their  election,  and  if  the  same 
is  a  holiday  then  on  the  day  following  which 
is  not  a  holiday.

At  any  general  meeting 
every  person  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who  is 
a  British  subject  and  is  twenty-one  years  old 
or  older  and  is  an  owner  of  land  in  the  im¬ 
provement  district,  or  the  authorized  agent  of 
any  corporation  that  is  an  owner  of  such  land, 
or  the  legal  representative  of  any  owner  of 
such  land  who  has  died,  become  insolvent,  or 
insane,  and  is  not  disqualified  from  voting  in 
an  election  held  under  the  “  Provincial  Elec¬ 
tions  Act.”  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
at  any  annual  or  other  general  meeting  while 
there  is  owing  to  the  improvement  district  in 


respect  of  the  land  held  by  him  any  taxes,  tolls, 
or  other  charges  other  than  those  levied,  fixed, 
or  charged  by  the  Trustees  within  one  year 
of  the  date  of  the  meeting.

“  GAME  ACT.” 

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Game  Act,”  chap¬ 
ter  108  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1936,”  the  “  Game  Regulations, 
1943-44,”  made  by  Order  in  Council  No.  1086, 
approved  August  2nd,  1943,  be  amended  as 
follows : — 

Under  the  heading  “  Eastern  District — Big 
Game,”  the  second  paragraph  of  clause  (cl)  of 
Regulation  1  be  struck  out,  and  the  following 
paragraph  substituted  therefor: — 

“  In  the  Cariboo  Electoral  District,  and  in 
that  portion  of  the  Kamloops  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict  situate  and  lying  west  and  north  of  the

PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session : — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

( b .)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House: 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 


(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and 
petition  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars. 

(3.)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and 
notices  proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been 
so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not 
been  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or 
attorney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the 
authority  of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact, 
and  the  petition  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed 
with  the  Clerk  until  this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave 
to  bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll-bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person 
or  persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill 
shall,  upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by 
Standing  Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the 
privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval 
between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or 
not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 

(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed 
in  small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty 
ems,  on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches 
by  7%  inches.  There  shall  be  a  marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the 
numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through 
the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of 
each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  immediately  before  the  first  reading. 
If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private 
Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incorporate  com¬ 
panies,  in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned 
in  Rule  98,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of 
the  company  are  payable  at  the  same  time. 
Further  particulars  can  be  had  on  application 
to  the  undersigned.
